In 1870,undér 
the auspices of Chanc+llor Lipscomb 


believe are known to. have 
been the fathers of the movement: 
there was adopted <a sort of hybrid 
aniversity system, under which a sey- 
enteen year old boy, for instance. was 
permitted to select his own course of 
studies, taking what studies he pleased. 
Some, it is said, took about double as 
much as a boy co reasonably do; 
and as a consequent®, none of it was 
done well, Some of his studies were 
in the junior cless, some in the senior, 
and probably some ih the sophmore; 
and the whole thing was a tangle; 4nd 
in practice was soon seen to be a great 
failure. 

At first, however, it was thought by 
the community to bea sort of short- 
hand way of taking a boy from the 
grumm ar school and turning him ou‘ in 
about three years a highly educated 
geotieman from the university. About 
the same time, the legislature 
an act in reference to maimed soldiers, 
giving them free tuition, and twenty- 
five dollars a month, I believe, to pay 
their board, thus giving students 
who would gv to the Athens 
university a premium of _ three 
hundred  dollare per annum, 
to pay expenses. Near the same time 
the congressiofal land scrip fand was 
turned over by the government o 
Georgia ‘o the university, andthe ag 
rigaltural coligge was established at 
Athens and it was then thought that 
asthe whole thing was novel, thata 
boy could go there from the plow 
handles with scarcely any education, 
and come out with a yery acccms 
plished education in about 
three years. ## These novelties at- 
tracted to Athens a large crowd of 
studente. At that time, also money 
matters were very flush in the state, 
and a great many people were ab'e to 
educate their boys who bave not been 
eble to send them during the great 
financial pressure that has since been 
upon the country. About the time 
the novelty began to wear off and the 
bubble was about to burst, Chan- 
ceilor Lipscomb and Professor Broun 
were wise enough to disconnect them- 
selves from the university, and seen 
employment elsewhere. Dr, Tucker 
was then put in as chancellor and the 
number of the students naturally de- 
creased, ae they did in al-nost every 
other college in the land. In this case, 
however, tuere were peculiar reasunls 
fur the decrease, growing oui of the 
facts above mentioned ; as it was seen 
by men of penetration and foresight 
that the university was not likely to 
prosper again until this absurd system 
was abandoned. 

In his annual report a year ago, 
Chancellor Tucker brought the evils of 
the system very fully before the noard 
cf trustees ; he had seen them practi- 
cally and he exposed them with p ain- 
ness, frankness and ability. The result 
was that tne borrd appointed 
@ committee of five, with Alexan-~ 
der H. S:ephens as chairman, to whom 
wes riferred the question whether 
the board should return to the original 
system and abandon in whole or in 
part what is known asthe “university 
system ;” and the committce were in- 
etructed to consult with the faculty. 
Part of the committse went to Athens 
and held a consulta: ion and asked a re 
port from the feculty. The result was, 
after a conference with the faculty, al 
agreed that the curriculum s;stem was 
the right one for the college; and ag 
there were two colleges, the Franklin 
college and the Agricultura! college, 
they agreed to have three curricais 
in each of the colleges; and 
that the b~ ys should be sir.c:ly ccnfined 
to the curriculum, and complete the 
course iaid down in the curriculum se 
lected by each be ore he should take a 
degree. The substance of this was to 
ubandon the old loose system of per- 
mitting a boy to study what he pleased, 
and to establish the curriculum system, 
and confine him to that, leaving him 
simply to choose between certain cur- 
ricula, The piofedsois, however, in- 
sisted substantially, that this was only 
a char ge in the administration, and not 
an abandonment <fthe system. The 
chance) lor agreed to the curricuium sys 
tem vf the professors aud insisted thai 
it was an abandonment of the sysiem 
and that it was but fair and candid to 
say so.
